2. The economy of Mahaska County is not sufficientlyedsified to provide a
stable economic base but is in large part deperateagriculture and
agribusiness.



3. The current economic problems in the agriculture agribusiness industries
have reached sufficiently serious proportions thatgeneral welfare of the
citizens of the County is threatened thereby.

4. lItis therefore in the best interest of the citkeh Mahaska County, lowa to
take steps reasonably calculated to lead to divenistconomic development
in Mahaska County, lowa.

5. That Mahaska County does not have sufficierdue®s to hire a Director of
Economic development as a county employee and Rdksient resources
to effectively operate an economic development aimgon its own.
